Rose, star witness of the first trial 
of 
Charles S 
Becker, 
for 
the 


murder of Herman Rosenthal, ap- 
peared 
in .that role 
again today. 


A trifle stouter than when he ap- 
peared before, he took 
the stand 


shortly before noon and calmly told 
of the part he played in the events 
leading up to the gamblers death. 
Substantially, it was the same story 
that he told at the first trial. 


Rose recited how Becker and Ros- 


enthal had entered into partnership 
in a gambling establishment 
How 


they quarreled; how exposure for 
Becker-was imminent and how Ros- 
enthal's death was plotted. 
Rose 


gave his occupation 
as literature 
and magazine writer. 


Wiihe Shapiro, driver of the gun- 


men's car, testified he knew "Bald 
Jack" Rose and "Bridgie" Webber 
He told of receiving a call at his 
stand in front of the Cafe Boule- 
vard late'at night on July 15. He 
then went to Tom Sharkey's saloon 
-where he picked up Rose, Harry 
Vallon and Sam Schepps. 


"At 
Bridgie 
Webber's 
poker 


rooms the occupants of the car got 
out," he said. 
"Fifteen minutes 
later Dago Frank, Gyp The Blood, 
Whitey Lewis and Letty Louie came 
out and I was ordered-to-'go to the 
Metropole Hotel. 


"At the Metropole, Dago Frank 


ordered me to turn the car around 
so it would face toward Sixth av- 
enue. 
The four men got out and 


•went to the other side of the street 
In 15 minutes I heard a shot and 
then four more 
I looked towarc 


the Metropole and saw a man fall 
I started my machine I was going 
to get away from there; I had gon 
about fifty 
feet when 
the 
men 


caught up with me and jumped 01 
the board.

, Becker, learned, 
Rose 
testified, 


that Rosenthal was preparing to 
'squeal' whereupon he said: 


"That dog; that ingrate; 
let him 


go on. I won't budge an inch." 


A few days later, after the arrest of 


"Big Jack" Zelig, Becker said, 
ac- 


cording to Rose, "Rosenthal is get- 
ting very dangerous. Can't you do 
something with Zelig and these fel- 
lows to silence Rosenthal?" Zelig was 
a notorious gunman.

default of filing an answer or any 
other pleading in 
the suit. 
He 


therefore asked the court to appoint 
a master commissioner to take tes- 
timony and report his findings of 
law and fact to the court of appeals 
at the earliest time possible. 


J R. Fitzgibbon of the law firm 


of Fitzgibbon & Montgomery, 
as 


counsel for the Logan Gas company 
oblected and asked 10 days leave to 
file an answer. 


The leave to answer was granted 


but the application; of the prosecut- 
ing attorney was granted, and the 
court directed the counsel for both 
sides to agree upon a commissioner 
at once 


This is a case distinct from the 


so-called "rate case" in which the 
city and the Newark 
company 
Is 


involved, which is also in the court 
of appeals, and set for hearing at 1 
o'clock, Wednesday afternoon. 


The former is a state 
case, 


brought by the prosecutor 
in quo 


warranto against 
the 
defendants 


named, alleging that their operations 
are in violation of the anti-trust law, 
and asking for a forfeiture of their 
charter. 


The "rate case" was an injunc- 


tion proceeding brought in the com- 
mon pleas court by the city of New- 
ark bv the solicitor against the New- 
ark Natural Gas company to enjoin 
it from charging a rate 
for 
gas 


higher than that fixed in an 
ordi- 


nance of council at IS cents 
per 
thousand, net. 


This case was won by the city and 


W C. Metz was appointe4 trustee, 
to care for the fund arising 
from 


the difference between the 18 cent 
rate and that charged by the com- 
pany and paid 
by consumers, of 


22 1-2 cents net. 


Prosecutor Jones said Tuesday: 


"I am 
determined to bring 


this gas matter to an issue, and 
will be able to prove in the quo 
warranto case, before the master 
commissioner, and to the satis- 
faction of the court that the Lo- 
gan Gas company and the New- 
ark company are guilty of a con- 
spiracy in direct contravention ot 
the statutes ot Ohio, and in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. 


"The Logan company has 
hart 


ample time to file an answer. It 
has neglected to do so, but under 
the court's 
order it can dilly- 


dally no longer. 
"The court's order appointing a 
master commissioner will greatly 
facilitate the disposition of this 
case. As soon as I have finished 
this term's criminal business, we 
will proceed to take, testimony 
(before the master. By working 
during the summer months we 
may - be able to get the 
matter 


heard before the master by the 
opening of court in September. 1 
believe I now see the way for a 
speedy determination of the gas 
controversy. 


"This master commissioner will 


take the testimony and evidence 
and submit his 
finding of the 


facts and the law to the court ot 
appeals for approval.' 
J. R. Fitzgibbon of Fitzgibbon & 


Montgomery, counsel for the Logan 
company, said Tuesday: 


"We are objecting to the ap- 


pointment of a master commis- 
sioner (because the issues in this 
case are not made up, tout as far 
as the issues between the city and 


the Newark Gas company 
are 


concerned, they 'are made up by 
the answer filed by the gas com- 
pany in the quo warranto case, 
and can be heard m connection 
with the rate case Wednesday 
afternoon."

In Columbus recently there was 


another demonstration of th& falsity 
of the charges of the Equity As- 
sociation of Millionaire tax dodgers 
and the standpat Republican organi- 
zation that the Warnes tax law would 
impose new burdens on farmers and 
home owners. 
The annihilation of 


the charge came when W. il. Ritter 
and J. L Hamill. millionaire lumber 
dealers of the capital 
city, 
made 


voluntary property returns which in- 
creased the tax duplicate of Frank- 
lin county nearly two millions of 
dollars. The increase will be utilized 
to lower the rate. 
Ritter's return 


in 1913 was $8,055.

It was claimed that the navy 
could be used either in the Atlantic or 
the Pacific, as it was needed. 


Since the canal has been almost com- 


pleted, there has been the strongest 
kind of demand for Increasing the 
navy in order to protect the canal. Ad- 
vocates of more battleships have in- 
sisted that in order to protect the canal 
in time of war with any great power it 
will be necessary to have a strong fleet 
at each end of the canal. No wonder 
that certain members of congress are 
bewildered when they read the rea- 
sons for the canal and then the rea- 
sons for a much larger navy in order 
to defend the canal.

ous crops. 


The 'pictures will be , shown at 


farmers institutes next winter and 
at the Panama exposition at San 
Francisco. 


Operator Bensinger will be sent 


to the state depaitment station at 
Wooster soon 
and later 
to other 


places in the state where bees are 
raised -successfully to get yards of 
films showing how to care tor the 
bees. 


The camera nose will be shoved 


close to a swarm of flying and erawl- 
mg bees and many feet oi film run 
off. 
The pictures will show the in- 


side of the hive, how it should and 
should not be kept. 
It will show 


the comb in all stages of prepara- 
tion, the eggs, the Queen bee, the 
drones, workers and nurses. 


The agricultural commission of the 


state is starting a campaign to in- 
duce farmers to keep bees. 


The moving picture machine will 


be sent to the hills of southeastern 
Ohio to take a look at how farmers 
there have trained dogs 
to 
herd 


sheep on a large scale. 
It will go

:roops Hocked to his standard, ' and 
Augustin I. was forced to flee the 
country.

turned the following year, and was 
executed. Gen. Guadalupe Victoria 
became president of the Republica 
Mexicana, and in 1S30 Dustamente 
made himself 
dictator, succeeding. 


uerrero. who had overthrown Vic- 


toria. In the meantime Santa Ana 
had added to his popularity^}- aiding 
n -the defeat of a Spanish army which 
lad been sentover in 1829; in answer 
:o the decree of expulsion

against all the Spaniards -in the 091111- 
.ry. The invaders were completely 
routed and Spain was forced to recog- 
nize the independence of its former 
dependency. 


Froni the beginning of the republic 


the ambitious .Santa Ana

It came in 
1833 and 


Santa Ana became the executive head 
of a nation which 
stretched 
from 


Louisiana and Colorado westward to 
the Pacific. 
Many Americans had. 


settled in Texas, and .shortly

Santa Ana's election they held a con- 
vention, determined to separate Texas 
'rom Coahuila, prepared a constitu- 
tion, and asked Santa Ana to make 
Texas a separate .state of the Mexican 
republic.

The crafty Santa 
Ana de- 


tained him on one pretext and another

Texans quiet by promising to accede 
to their demands, he raised an army 
and sent it against the Texans,with 
the intention of driving them .from 
the country. The Texans organized, 
selected Sam Houston as commander, 
and prepared to resist. Early in lSl.fi. 
Santa Ana sc-t out at 
the 
head- of 


6,000 Mexicans to drive out the revo- 
lutionists and all persons of foreign 
lirth. In March the army reached 
San Antonio; where the old mission 
church, the Almo, had been converted 
into a fort" and was occupied by 150 
of the revolutionists, "including 
the 


celebrated David Crockett and Colonel 
James Bowie, inventor of the bowie- 
knife. 
After a desperate, 
resistance 


for eleven days, the Almo was carried 
by storm. All of the survivors in the 
fort were butchered in 
cold blood, 


with the exception o£ one man, who 
managed to escape. 
In subsequent 


encounters "Remember the Alamo!'' 
became the battle-cry of the Texans. 
A little later another body of Ameri; 
cans fell into the bloody ha'nds of San- 
ta Ana, and 330 were slvot. Other 
atrocities aroused the Texans to .wild 
fury, and on April 21, ISSfi, at the bat- 
tle 'of San Jacinto, the Mexicans were" 
routed. , There were 750 Texans op- 
posed to 1,800 Mexicans under Santa. 
Ami,, ib.iit Houston's men were not to 
be denied their vengeance. The Mex- 
icans fled, at the first fire, and within 
eighteen minutes, during which they' 
used clubbed guns, pistols and liniyes 
as weapons, the power of Mexico over 
Texas was forever -broken. 
Santa 


Ana and 730 other Mexicans were 
taken prisoners, and 
630 Mexicans 


were slain, while only Texans were 
killed. Santa Ana was president (lur- 
ing the war with the United 
States, 


and held the office a third time-from 
1853 to 1S5G.
